*** Just this last Thursday, LAPD Sr. Lead Officer John Pedroza verified that a medical 
marijuana dispensary is going into the Monterey Plaza at 5926A Monterey Road, after 
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speaking with the dispensary owner. This is the space where Monterey Adult Day Health 
Care Center (MADHCC) used to be, right next to Fresco Community Market. The 
dispensary will be in one of three business spaces the plaza owner, Mr. Habib is dividing 
out of the old MADHCC space. 

We had been hearing whispers about this for quite some time but couldn’t find out 
anything for certain. And every time we’d hear it was coming, community input was 
pretty much the same - oh no you won’t! 

The owner of the new dispensary, who already has a signed one-year lease with plaza 
owner Mr. Habib, has told SLO Pedroza and me, separately, that he wants to first hear 
from the community. He also wants a chance to explain his business, and that if the 
community doesn’t support his business than he will save himself $80K-$100K building it 

- and go elsewhere. Construction permits have not yet been filed, but his projected 
opening is end of February to mid-March. 

So, both the owners of the dispensary and of Monterey Plaza have been invited to a 
Hermon Community Meeting THIS Wednesday, February 5, at 7 p.m., in the Fellowship 
Center at 5800 Monterey Road where we need to absolutely fill the room with you and 
your neighbors. This is our BIG chance to tell the new owner why we don't and won't 
support his business in our community. Period. 

We’ve fought Goliath before - and WON. 

Remember when KB Homes was buying our historic Los Angeles Seminary school site 
on the hill at the top of Coleman Avenue along Via Marisol that also threatened Wheeling 
Way and a part of Monterey Road — to fill it with a dense housing development? Over 
150 neighbors came out and packed the huge meeting room (where ironically the 
dispensary is going now) to stop the development and keep that historic site for a school. 
Together, the community, Hermon Church, and Councilmember Jose Huizar booted KB 
Homes to their U-Hauls and Los Angeles International Charter High School was 
welcomed onto the school site. They remain a positive and vital part of Hermon. 

Or maybe you remember when a previous business (where Tasty Mama’s is now at 
Redfield and Monterey Road) tried to get an expired liquor license restored? Some of us 
remembered how liquor sales there before, just blocks from both Hermon schools, had 
brought a very real criminal element into Hermon — drugs, gangs and early morning 
police raids kept neighbors scared and locked in their homes. Others learned how 
Hermon fought back and didn’t want to risk that again and together a small army of us 
made our way to City Hall to fight. We spoke and the judge said to the owner -“you see 
the community doesn’t want this - what are you going to do about it?” The owner 
withdrew his request for a liquor license. And we WON. 

This Wednesday night’s meeting is our next chance and responsibility to keep Hermon 
the safe and vigilant community we proudly call home. Even if you have to juggle your 
busy schedule for this one meeting, please come, and speak for Hermon’s future. It can 
make a difference. A list of just some of the concerns and consequences of a marijuana 
“store" in Hermon will follow in another post in the next couple of days. Please save that 
date. 

*** Two quick happy notes . . . 

- You’re not imagining it if think you see Hermon Dog Park during the Super Bowl! Audi 
has a commercial about a reported “disturbing mix of dogs,” a Doberman and Chihuahua 

- a “Doberhuahua” of course. And when it goes to a dog park, it goes to HERMON Dog

- As of January 27, and of the only 20 remaining identified community (some call “feral") 
cats in Hermon, 17 have been trapped, spay, or neutered and returned to their area with 
a feeding program set up for them with a nearby neighbor. How cool is that? The 
remaining three cats are being trapped. It takes a big 14-pound bag of donated cat food 
to feed Hermon’s homeless cats every week. You can bring any dry cat food you wish to 
donate with you to this Wednesday night's meeting.
